It was about 2:l5a.m. the morning of Sunday: Oct. 11, 1970, and 


- Roger G. Jayo was on his way home to Bay City from Caro, "where he plays. 


in a band week-ends. The sky was cloudy and it hed just stopped raining 


when dayo wheeled his car onto M15. 


Then. it happened. Two brightly. Lighted round discs fleshed up ahead 
of his cer and whisked overhead, traveling southward. _The radio buzzed 
with static. 

' Jayo stepped on the accelerator: "It lasted for only four to six 
seconds," says Jayo, "hut it seemed like a day. When I saw the first 
one it appeared to be about 25 feet in diameter and about 50 feet up.! 

His radio made a sound similar to the one made when a car ae 
near or under high tension wires, Jayo reported. The first object left 
the Bay City industrial worker bewildered. The second convinced him, 
he says, that it was something more than just lights. 

So. he heeded for the Bay County Sheriff's Department and filed a 
report. A deputy’at the sheriff's denartment took him Seriously s he | 
reported, and told him that he had worked in the Air Force's UFO team 
when in the service. He then called the radar instelletion at Fort 
Austin and was told they could neither deny or confirm the sighting. 

Later an official from the 754th Radar Squa .dron et Port Austin said 
equinment had not picked up anything unusual, but added thet they would . 
‘not have picked up objects ‘flying low because of ground clutter and the 
long distance to M 15. 

Jayo said the two objects he saw were traveling between 100 and 
150 miles en hour and were intensely bright with light emaneting from 
the center towerd the discs' edges, where there was a greenish-blue 
haze. He heard no sound from them. — 

His phone kept ringing all day Saturdzey after the incident was 
renorted By the news media and he was interviewed by a radio and tele- 
Naat station, according to the story in Sunday, Oct. 11, "Saginaw

R. Varner, a 
Madison Heights, Michigan, resident, “made the trip to Bay City, Sunday 
morning to interview Jaro. They stopped first at the sheriff's office 
where Deputy Prybylski reviewed the Jayo report with GneMs: then went 
on to theJayo home at 1901 Columbus Avenue, © - 

Jayo, apparently still nervous from his encounter, was willing to 
talk.about his experience. 

The first object, he said "damn near hit the car" and the second 
was a lot higher and they both "scared the hell out of me." Asked if . 
he looked back to see where they went, he said he looked in the mirror 
but didn't see anything. "I just had no curiousity to stop, and I just. . 
put my foot in the carburetor and‘ got the hell out of there. Who'd want 
to wait around?" 

Jayo. gave as his opinion "they" were using the road as‘a guide and 
didn't see him, but he had his lights on end thought they should have, 

The objects. were the seme shape and moving at the same rate of 
speed, Jayo said, and only the undersides were illumineted.

Saucer-Shaped Object Seen Over Cholla Bay in Mexico 
| . Aa ; 


"Weekly American News," Nov. 12, 1970, Phoenix, Arizona: -—. Albert 
Formiller, of Phoenix, frequently poes to Mexico to fish. Both he and 
his wife like the black sea bess which cen be caught at Cholla Bay. 

This lest week he was down there but he didn't catch any fish. How- 
ever he has a story to tell, and according to Formiller, it is not a 
fish story. 

Following an afternoon of surf fishing last Thursday he welked pack 
down to the beach just to look around. At about 9 o'clock he noticed 
a light in the sky which seemed to be coming towerds him. 

He said that it wes one of the unidentified flying objects that every 
one has heard about. It wes round and saucershaped. It was also quiet. 
There was no wind blowing and the sea wes quiet with no surf noise. 

The UFO appeardd to stop and hover about 200 to 300 feet above the 
water. Then it turned on a.searchlight from the: bottom of .the vehicle 
and illuminated a spot on the weter which Formiller said appeared to be 
about 4 mile across. The light extended almcst to the shore. Formiller 
was standing about five feet from the water's edge. 

The searchlight was loceted within a tube and as the light was raisec 


‘or lowered the illumination was changed from a sharp Spot to a wide floc. 


light on the surface of the water. 

At first he thought that it was a helicopter searching for something, 
but there was no sound. After a few minutes a cloud wes formed around 
the. vehicle which did not appear to be caused by exheust gases because 
there was no blowing of the cloud. 

After about five minutes of this particuler behavior, the search- 
light was turned on from the top of the» vehicle illumine ting the upper 
part of the cloud. 

The vehicle then started moving in a westerly direction and wes vis- - 
ible for about 20 minutes, Other PeEHyS were visible on the ship which 
gave the cloud a green cast, 

Friday morning Formiller asked some other fisherman. if they hed seen 


the strange light in the sky the night befare.One man, who is a securit; 


guerd at one of the industrial plents in the Phoenix: area, said that 
he was just coming into the bay after heving been out in the gulf all 
afternoon, and he saw the light in the air. He also said that he saw 
it move to the west with the greenish cloud around it. However, he was 
in another part of the. bay and could not see the searchlight shining 
on the water. 

-Formiller, who lives at 3132 N. 40th St. said that he would Rowers 
on a stack of Bibles, against any government official who seys thet ther. 
are no UFO's that he saw what he saw."

First the UFO, Then the Train Wreck 


Mrs..Verla Fonseca, Route 1, Maple Grove Road, Eaton, Ohio, poses 
an interesting question: Is there any relation between UFO sightings 
and train wrecks? She doesn't insist that there is, but some happen- 
ings seem a little more than coincidence to her and she would like to 
know if anyone else has noticed a correlation. 

In April 1967 Mrs. Fonseca and her husband and daughter saw a UFO- 
and it was followed by a train derailment about 20 miles from Richmond, 
Indiana. Last winter (19€9) there was a UFO report on.the Dayton, 0., 
radie and another train wreck. At about the same time, there was a 
plane crash, never satisfactorily explained. Mrs. Fonseca saw a UFO 
Oct. 4th, and therewas a train wreck near Richmond on the 7th. 

Mrs. Fonseca and her daughter hed returned home from church about 
9PM, April 2nd,.and Mrs. Fonseca was checking some papers (she taught — 
the seventh grade at thet time) and her husband was watching TV when he 
remarked he guessed it was going to rain. Mrs. Fonseca had noticed the 
sky was perfectly clear as she was coming home and. when her husband said 
he had just seen lightning, she went to the window to peer out. 

Just as she reached the window, there was a blinding flash of light, 
"the kind you-get when vou use a. "Flash bulb to take a night picture," 
she wrote, and she fell-back, almost into the arms of her husband and | 
daughter who were also approaching the window and had.b een startled by 
the light. Mrs. Fonseca said maybe it was just because she was scarec, 
but when. the: light hit her, Her face burned just as it would when vou | 
open the coor to'a coal- burning heating stove and the hot air rushes up 
to your. face, The burning sensation soon disappeared, but her face Was 
unnaturally red for several: days. 

As, Mrs.. Fonséca describes it, there was a mad rush for the door as 
all had. the same impulse to hurry outside to:seek the source of the 
light. Mrs,..Fonseca was first to make it, then returned for a coat as 
the night air was cold, and Mr. Fonseca then spotted the lighs) from 
the open doorway and they watched: its 

It hung in the sky about about 55” and seemed to be about the size 
of a baseball. The light was exceedingly bright and she compared te see 
the yard lights now seen on many farms. The ob ject moved to tne north 
and was. in. view for nearly a half hour. - 

A few days later the Fonsecas were driving on State Route 320 ani 
keeping an eye on the sky as they were still talking of what they hed 
seen,earlier. As they turned off the road to gc to their home, ther wa 
"this round thing hanging in the sky." The colors. were orange and brown 
and gray and: "all mixed up together and dirty looking." It was in view 
about 3 minutes, then disappeared. 

‘The Fonsecas. are used to seeing airplanes and helicopters and feel 
sure that is not whay they had seen. 

Mrs. Fonseca saw another. unidentified object about 12:30 the morninz 
of Sunday. October 4th, this year. Their dogs sterted barking and Heke 
ing and she stepped out Side to see if she could learn what had disturbes 
them. At first, she saw nothing, then was aware of a flash of light 
from the sky. She saw nothing unusual so went back in the house for her 
binoculars. She searched the sky for 15-20 minutes before she spotted ~ 
a moving object and all the while the dogs were barking and howling ans 
"having fits,"-as she put it, and the cows began to moo. There were sncs" 
of alarm from the horses and’ Mrs. Fonseca heard an owl hoot and some 
birds call from-the woods.

Object Watched from Highway 66, West of Rolla, Mo. 


Mrs. Esther: Brockelmeyer, 311 Woodbine Ave. Kirkwood, Mo., was 
driving west on Highway 66 en route to Springfield, Mo., the night of 
Sept. 30, 1970, when a bright "star" caught her attention. She saw 
it first when looking through the windshield to her right and gave it 
little attention until she realized it was now on the left and appear-. 
ed to be much larger. 2 

It shifted from one side of the road to the other several times, anc 
Mrs. Brockelmeyer, now keeping i% in view, decided the change in di- 
rection could be an illusion due to turns in the road. But as it con- 
tinued to grow larger and more details could be observed, she began to 
doubt her illusion theory. -As the object grew larger, it took on the 
appearence of Saturn with a belt, or white rings arcund it. At this | 
point she estimated the size:to be about the sige of a nickle held at. 
arm's length. She was startled to see the object emitting red and 
freen "antennas or rabbit ears like on a TV set." These came out of 
the top--beams of light which seemed to pulsate from bright to dim, 
for a duration of a few seconds. Then the phenomena. wes repated from 
the bottom of the object two or three times, reminding the observer 
of landing lights, she reported. The top set of lights were observed 
independently of the bottomsset with several seconds between.

Readers who have their Januery 1970.SKYLOOK will want to reread 
the report of the A. Benach and J. P. Lynch families, 4s given to 
Art Epstein and John Preisack. Another report of the same object now 
comes from Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Treme and children --W. J. Jr., 16, and 
Therese, 12-- as given to Art Epstein on Nov. 13th.

Each month I will give the constellation that is neer the meridian

month. No intricate astronomical terms willbe used, as this is for 
the laymen who likes to study the heavens. 

As the earth performs its yearly revolution around the sun, we 
notice that tHe constellations sem to move in a clockwise direction. 

Aries (the Ram) was named by the Greeks, who pictured it as the ram 
with the golden fleece which was the goal’ of the Argonauts! quest. Arie: 
is not a ‘conspicuous ‘constelletion, but it is’ probebly the most famous © 
of the 12 in the zodiac. Thousands’ of years ego the sun-stood before 
the stars of this constellation when it crossed the «equator on the 
first days of spring. This is called the first point. of Aries on the 
Vernal Equinox. Aries is almost directly south from Cassiopeia, the W. 
Since most of the stars in Aries are faint and just discernibie to the - 
‘naked eye, a clear dark sky is needed to observe them, A triangle form- 
ed by its three brightest stars identify this dim constellation.

ILLINOIS--Last Saturday night, about 10 o "Clock, an aerolite descended 
near Jersey Lancing, I1ll., a village some forty “miles from this city 
on the banks of the Mississippi River. The heavens were all ablaze 
with glory; countless stars shone brilliantly. A fleecy white cloud 
slowly obscured the moon.. Then a flash, as if of lightning, was notic-. 
ed. Just above Jersey a long bright streak of light was seen extend-- 
ing in a horizontal direction directly east and west. It was very bri 
liant for the space of five minutes. Then the larger end of the illun- 
inating staff--for thet is what it appeared like--the one toward the - 
west, burst into millions of little stars which flew in every direction 
and-made the country round about as bright as in day. The stars were 
“stationary for .some minutes and then they slowly faded from view as 
they fell toward the earth. The scenery was beautiful in itself, and 
this addition was grand.. Large pieces of the airolite are said to heve 
been found shortly after its appearance.
